The Secretary of War reports tbat the 


present aggregate strength of the United 
States Artny, supposing every company to 
have iti complement, is 12,323 officers and 
men. Aa the enlistment can never exceed 
(he limit fixed by law, the deaths, discharg- 
es and desertions; with sickness and other 
casualties of the service, make the average 
number of men fit for active duty fall from 
thirty to forty per cent short. Of the -whole 
force 7796 men are stationed in Texas, New 
Mexico, California and Oregon, leaving 4530 
in the rest of the states and territories. 


In view of the large territorial additions 


made to the Union, the extensive seaboard 
requiring fortifications, and the inland fron- 
tier to be protected against the Indians, the 
Secretary considers the present military es- 
tablishment of the country entirely inade- 
quate to its wants. 


The most important duty now devolving 


on the department, is the protection of Tex- 
aa and New Mexico against the Indians.— 
Troops have been stationed in email detach- 
ments nt various posts alonp the frontiers, 
but as the posts are necessarily a considera- 
ble distance apart, the Indians pass between 
them and commit their depredations on in- 
terior settlements. To put n stop to these 
forays cavalry is needed. 
The Indians in 


that quarter being skillful horsemen and well 
mounted, stand iri little fear of infantry, buta 
li^ht and active cavalry could repel their at- 
tacks, drive them to their homes and retaliate 
upon them. 


The present cost of transporting flour to the 


frontier posts for the u.se of the troops is $5 to 
S31 per barrel and pork $8 to $48 per bar- 
tel. The Secretary thinks the settlement of 
the country would furnish provisions on the 
spot, and in that way would, in the end, bal- 
ance the expense occia<ioned by the proposed 
iiK-rcase of the army for Us protection. 


The Florida Indians, now numbering about 


one hundred men, are peaceably disposed, 
and part of the force in that state has been 
withdrawn. The remaining Indians, however, 
are a source of annoyance to the whites, and 
continued collisions arc probable until they 
are removed from the state, which result the 
Secretary says, will soon be attained by peace- 
able means. The Sioux Indians having brok- 
en their treaty of peace made with the Chip- 
]H-w:ts under the intervention of the Governor 
of Minnesota, a small force of United States 
troops lias been sent against them, assurance 
having been given the Chippewas that they 
should have such aid in cnse of a breach of faith 
on the part of the Sioux, 


A board of naval and military officers has 


been appointed to survey the Pacific coast, 
with a view of selecting sites for fortifications. 
Another party is exploring the vicinity of the 
Great Salt Lake, and another is exploring the 
river Zuni, fiom its head waters to its junc- 
tion with the Colorado. 
A survey of the 


Delta of the Mississippi has been ordered with 
a ^icw of deepening the channel of the river 
and preventing overflows. 


Prior to the passage of the law establishing 


a territorial government in New Mexico the 
inhabitants of that country had held a conven- 
tion, adopted a state constitution, and proceed- 
ed to put it in operation. 
On the other hand 


the officer in command of that military depart- 
ment refused to recognize the government 
thus established. To put an end to a conflict 
of authorities which might be productive ot 
unpleasant consequences, as soon as the above 
mentioned was passed, instructions were dis- 
patched to the officer in command to abstain 
from all further interference in the civil and 
political affair.s of the eountry.

cers is recommended.
